to m any of the adverse criticism s ioi 
which it has been subjected. 
He declares that the measure, lf it J 
becomes law, will put ; lie* wife upon j 
an equality with Mn* husband in prop­ 
erty m atters, in every particular ex­ 
c e p tin g that the husband shall have 
the m anagem ent of community prop­ 
erty while they both live. 
Eden had- discussed the bill in a 
letter th at he wrote to the Los An­ 
geles Times, as follows:

erty, I wish to suggest as briefly as 
the subject will permit, the follow­ 
ing:

MANY BULBS ARE PUT 
ON ADMISSION LIST 


• The quarantine governing the im- 
liortution of nursery stock and other 
plants and 
seeds 
into 
the 
United 
States has been amended to perm it 
the im portation of lily bulbs, lily of 
the valley, narcissus, hyacinth, tulip, 
and crocus packed in sand, soil, or 
earth, 
provided such sand, 
soil, or 
earth has been previously sterilized 
by the Federal H orticultural board. 
Sterilization must be done under the 
supervision of an authorized inspector 
of the country of origin, who m ult cer­ 
tify to it. 
This provision is am enda­ 
tory to regulation three of the rules 
and regulations supplemental to the 
notice of quarantine, which requires 
that such bulbs when im ported m ust 
be free from sand, soil or earth. 
It was brought to the attention of 
the board, however, that dry earth is 
the only suitable m aterial known for 
packing these bulbs, and exports of 
the Departm ent of Agriculture advised 
that such m aterial can be cheaply and 
satisfactorily sterilized by heat in such 
way as to involve no additional risk of 
introduction of dangerous plant pests.
